The Exact Situation. 

ALBANY, May 27.—The Conklingites are still 
fighting strenuously for a caucus, and declare 
emphatically that the fate of the party in this 
State rests upon such action. To gointothe 
election for Senators without first holding a 
caucus, they say, reduces the party 
to a mob, with no head, no 
tail, no organization. It will 


break it up hopelessly and necessitate reor- 
ganization. Their argumentis that the Re- 
publican party in this State owes all it is to the 
machinery it has now in existence, and to 
break it is to turn the State over to the Dem- 
ocracy and for many years tocome. The usu- 
al recess till Monday, night will be 
taken by the Legislature dnd the Conklingites 
hope in the interval to effect the object they 
have in view by securing the requisite num- 
ber of signers to the call. Owing to-the ab- 
sence by sickness of Carpenter, of Dutchess 
county, there are only 100 Republican legisla- 
tors. These are said to bedivided 47 for 
Conkling and 47 against him leaving 11 doubtful. 
A Tr asority of'105 is 63 and the Conklingites need 
six more to make that gras ge & It is said 
they will get those and call the caucus for 
Monday night. Then if the Administrationists 
will not go intothe caucus they will have to 
take the responsibility of turning 
against the party of the state, 
the Conklingites will have _ to 
themselves to breaking the dead-lock,.

The Treasury Funds, 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The officials of the 
Treasury Departmentwho have been implicated 
in the Treasury Custodians ring still retain their 
positions and therefore exercise the same 
authority over the members of the investi- 
gating Committee. This fact, together with 
certain efforts to have the witnesses make 
some corrections, has led to an impression that 
the affair may endin white-washing, but this 


will not be the case. Secretary Windom] was 
put in possession of the plain evidence of 
wrong doing before the _ investigation 
was ordered, and the Secretary 
requires a full of thorough exposure 
with the foreknowledge of the misuse of pub- 
licmoney. The Secretary had men appointed 
on the committee who will not hold to the 
plea of friendship or any other kind to save 
parties who have beeninthering.

THOMPSON IMPLICATED. 

It appears that John G. Thompson, 
who has been the Sergeant-at-Arms of the 
House of Representatives since 1874, is behind 
in his money accounts with members of Con- 
gress. The regular way for Congressmen to 

et their money is from the United States 

reasurer on certificates signed by the Speaker 
of the House. For convenience this custom has 
grown up foifthe Sergeant-at-Arms to draw the 
money from the Treasureron these certifi 
cates and then Congressmen to draw on the 
Sergeant at-Arms as they need money. The 
oftice of the Sergeant-at-Arms is conducted on 
an order of a bank of deposit for mem- 
bers. Mr Thompson, as did his predecessors, 
would diaw — sums Of money, keep iton 
hand and cash the checks of members of Con- 

‘ess when presented: to him. It seems he 

ept his own pay and accounts along with all 
others, and in using the money he had 
on hand he went beyond his own 
funds and is unable to meet 
the checks of Congressmen who did not draw 
their pay upto time. It sometimes yk 
that membersfleave money in the hands of the 
Sergeant at Arms for months. Under the new 
rules of the House Thompson s bond is $50,vv0, 
but as it is not under law his duty 
to pay Congressmen it is claimed 
his bondsmen cannot be held for the deficit. 
It is claimed in behalf of Thompson that in 
handling such enormous sums of money as he 
has some members have been taccommodated 
beyond what was due them,and thatin settling 
up Thompson will make everything good and 
square up every dollar. 


A Plan For Settling the Trouble. 

WASHINGTON, May 27 -—Information from Vir- 
ginia county elections held yesterday, so far as 
received ale adverse to the readjusters. A num- 
ber of Republican Senators and Representa- 
tives who went to New York when the Senate 
adjourned. have returned here. All of them 
took interest in the Senatorial 


contest in New York and some of them were 
consulted by leading Republicans of that 
State having in views sore settlement of the 
Senatorial fight that will prevent any serious 
division inthe Republican ranks. The prop 
osition or Dian urged b many n 
relation to the postponement of the Senatorial 
election is substantially as follows:

KOUNTZ CAPTURED. 


A Bench Warrant Issued by Judge 
Laughlin, at the Request of 
the Grand Jury, 


For the Arrest of Commodore W. 
J. Kountz, on a, Charge of 
Criminal Libel. 


Loungers about the door of the Merchants’ 
Exchange this morning very speedily came to 
believe that something was up, and thatsome- 
thing of more than ordinary importance. Just 
a little before noon Col. Normile and Deputy 
Sheriff Vermillion arrived in the vestibule and 
sent in for Mr. John W. Carroll,the manager of 
the Anchor Line of steamboats. . He came out 
at once and there was a whis- 
perea colloquy between these three men 
which ended in Mr.|/Vermillion’s taking a seat 
where he could easily observe every one that 
came in; and Col. Normile and Capt. Carroll 
separated after a further talk in 
which the words ‘‘We can catch him 
at the Southern, even if he does not come on 
’Change,’’ and ‘‘There is no chance of his pe- 
ing at his wharfboat now,’’ were the only sen- 
tences which could be overheard. The impor- 
tant question asto who it was that could be 
caught at the Southern, if he did not 
come on ’Change, and who was further not to 
be found at his wharfboat then, was one very 
easy Soivable. The only gentleman answering 
all of these conditions was 

CAPT. W. J. KOUNTZ, 

the principal owner of the Kountz Line, who 
only arrivedin St. Louis from his Pittsburg 
home yesterday evening and who had expect- 
ed to leave the city again this afternoon. A 
reporter at once went to Col. 
Normile and asked what Commo- 
dore Kountz was to be arrested 
for, and the Colonel turned a most astonished 
and grieved visage inthe direction of Sheriff 
Vermillion. ‘‘He didn’t give it away,’’ ex- 
plained the scribe, ‘‘but we know all about it, 
and so you may as well tell whatit is for. Is 
this part of the old fight between Koeuntz and 
the Anchor Line?’’ 

‘*Well, itis rather the sequel to it.’’ 

-‘Have you a warrant for Kountz’ arrest?’’ 

‘‘Of course we have. You dun’t suppose we 
would trv to arrest him without a 
warrant,§do you? We haveabench warrant 
for his arrest issued by Judge Laughlin.’’ And 
on a promise not to publish the facts until the 
arrest was made, 

THE FOLLOWING STORY 
wastold piecemeal and by different parties: 
For some years past there has been a very 
acrid fight between the two rival lower river 
packet lines, the fAnchor and the 
Kountz. The clashing of business in- 
terests soon led to violent personal 
altercations, and Mr. Kountz’ well known 
combativeness made him occasionally rather 
personalin his remarks about different gen- 
tlemen connected with the rival corporation. 
Just about this time circulars began to appear 
up and down the river containing the most 
violent and sometimes the most obscene de- 
nunciations of the Scudders, Capt. 
Keiser..and. Capt. Carroll. Ths most 
opprobrious epithets possible were 
applied to {them and their private lives 
were held up to public criticism in the most 
galling and vituperative language. 
These libels were circulated with 
an assiduity anda completeness worthy of a 
better cause. Some twenty circulars were 
printed in all and several thousand of each 
were scattered broadcast in the _ river 
towns from which both boat lines derived 
their business. Naturally the Anchor Line 
people were anxious to discover and punish 
the authors or author of these steps, but, al- 
though every possible effort was made 
TO FERRET OUT THE PERSON, 

until within the last week these efforts were 
unsuccessful, The peculiarity about the cir- 
culars was chiefly the fact that they appeared 
to be boni fide clippings from news- 
papers, a similarity which was 
affected by this means. The _ shape 
of the document was a communication begin- 
ning ‘‘To the Editor of the Herald,’’ or ‘‘Dear 
Mr. Editor’? and other similar captions; 
then followed the libel and on the back of the 
paper wonld appear part of a Quincy adver- 
tisement or some other matter ostensibly re- 
ferring the article to a Vicksburg 
paper. In as_ far as this was 
done the articles were forgeries, - for 
the Anchor Line people naturally traced the 
matter up toits alleged source, and of course 
found that the articles had not ap- 
peared in the papers claimed. The 
last of these articles was a  philippic 
against Capt. John W. Carroll, and upon that 
a plain case has been made out against Com- 
modore Kountz. Itis asserted that the arti- 
cles were printed in the office of his paper, the 
Allegheny Evening News, a journal 
printed at Pittsburg and largely owned by the 
Commodore. Just what evidence has been se- 
cured is not known, but whatever was learne1 
was submitted to the Grand Jury,and that body 
saw fit to ask for a bench warrant in the prem- 
ises. After waiting about the door of the 
Exchange until almost 1 o’clock Col. Normile 
had another consultation with Mr, 
Carroll, “and then he and the _ sheriff 
went down to the Southern Hotel 
where upon inquiry it was learned that Com- 
modore Kountz had not yet come into dinner. 
So Mr. Vermillion took a seat inthe rotunda 
to wait for his victim, who was then due. 

There are few people in the city better 
known than Commodore Kountz, who has 
passed forty years of his life on 
the river in the carrying trade. He 
bas all his_i_siIhife long been an 
aggressive, combative man, but the gen- 
eral feeling among the merchants is strongly 
in hisfavor. Hehas as many friends as he 
has enemies, and the hews of 
his arrest will be a surprise 
and by no means a pleasant sur- 


prise to the great many of the very best men | 


on’Change. Asa businessman, and among 
the business community, very few men stand 
as high. His bail will, of course, follow his 
arrest immediately, as heis quite a wealthy 
man. His residence was formerly in St. Louis, 
but is now in Pittsburg. 

: ARRESTED. > 

At half-past two Commodore Kountz was ar- 
rested at the Southern Hotel. 

He was arrested by Deputy Sheriff Vermi! 
lion. In company with Mr. Seeman, who of- 
fered to give bond at once, they proceeded to 
the Sheriff's office at the Four 
Courts, when a PosTr-DIsraATOM reporter 
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met the Commodore whoasked the head dep- 
uty, Charles Mason,’’ ‘‘Well, what 
ade you want with me?’’ On 


being informed of the warrant he said, 
in answer to the reporter’s question, ‘‘Yes, 


this was a surprise. I suppose that it emana- 
ted from the Anchor Line. I havé made it a 
point to always mind my own business 
and let other people alone, but I decline to say 
anything about this matter at present.’’ 

Judge Laughlin was atthe time engazed in 
examining an important witness in the Rickert 
murder trial, which caused a 
delay. Mr. Seeman, Com. Kountz and the 
Deputy Sheriff took seats inside the bar of the 
Criminal] Courtjuntil the testimony was taken. 

HOW IT WAS DONE. 

Commodore Kountz was arrested at 2 o’clock 
in the dining-room of the Southern. As soon 
as the Sheriff learned that he was in the 
h@use he went at once to him, and told 
him that when he had eaten his dinner he 
wished to see him. When Mr. Kountz had 
finished he came out and, the warrant was 
readtohim. He asked to be taken first to the 
oftice of Henderson & Shields, and from there 
to the office of the Mound City 
Railroad, 614 Olive street, where he met Mr. 
Seeman. This gentleman then accompanied 
him to the Four Courts for the purpose of 
giving bond for him. Judge Laughlin 
has not yet passed upon the bond, but there 
will not probably be any difficulty on that 
point. He will be released on bail. 


DANE’S DOMESTIC LIFE. 


A Flood of New Hampshire ns in @ 
Divorce a ee 


Depositions were filed to-day in the divorce 
suit of Nathan A. Dane against 
Sarah E. Dane. The testimony 
was taken in behalf of Mrs. Dane 
at Nashua, County of Hillsborough, New 
Hampshire. The plaintiffisa railroad ticket 
emplove of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe road, and his family reside at Nashua. 
After his marriage he lived at 
Nashua until 1874, afterwards removing to 
St. Paul. In thespring of the year 1878 the 
young couple came toreside in St. Lonisand 


they lived together until December 24, i879. 
Mrs. Dane at that time went 
back to Nashua with the

support of her little family, and she is still em- 
ployed there. At the solicitation of the hus- 
band, Mrs. Dane alleges that she joined him 
asecond timein thiscity, butonly remained 
six days on account of a Mrs, Newbojt who 
occupied the same house, and Mrs. Dane was 
furnished the means to return home to Nashua 
by the Rev. Mr. Goodell who sympathized 
with her and was anxious to Place 
her in the way of earning u livelihood for her 
children. From the long course of testimony 
it appears that the attentions of the husband 
to a  =married woman led to the 
trouble in the familv. The half brother of 
Mr. Dane, H.F. Dane, of Nashau, testified that 
the day of Daune’s mother’s funeral he pro- 
duced a photograph of a womanin St, Louis 
with whom he shamelessly acknowl- 
edged that he was upon th 
closest terms of intimacy. This 
relative likewise testified to acts of cruelty on 
the part ot the husband to the wife, and the 
unmerciful spanking ofa baby one year old.

This railway once con- 
structed would render the long and danger- 
ous voyage around Cape Horn unnecessary, 
would bring our Pacific possessions within 
safe and easy reach of the Atlantic seaboard 
and would open up tothe Valley of the 
Mississippi a market for itsproducts from 
which it has been hitherto wholly debarred. 
Our own Congress should promptly recog- 
nize the great commercial value of this 
wonderful engineering project and extend 
to Mr. Eaps all assistance necessary 
to enable him to carry out his great designs.

years the problem of an open mouth for the 
Father of Waters, and whose genius and per- 
severance have given him success in every 
great engineering project of his life, is not apt 
to fail in the greatest undertaking of all—the 
removal of the Isthmian barrier. 

THE terrible accident ontbe river Thames, 
near London, Ontario, last Tuesday, in which 
two hundred lives were lost, was just such a 
one as is liable to occur whenever a drove of 
pleasure-seeking people is packed on asteam- 
boat. It is the experience of steamboatmen 
that itis almost impossible to handle a big 
excursion party on ariver boat, especially if 
there has been a tolerable free use of liquor. 
In their anxiety to amuse themselves the 
people rush from one side of the boat tothe 
other and itis a wonder that more of them 
do not succeedin drowning themselves. It 
is very clear that the Canadian boat’ was 
capsized by the excursionists in their reck- 
lessness. It Wwasn’ta very staunch vessel 
and it never ought to have been used for ex- 
cursion purposes. Our Mississippi boats, 
with their high upper-works, are absolutely 
unfit to carry big excursion parties, and if we 
don’t stop the business, St. Louis is going to 
be thrown into mourning one of these fine 
days. Covered flat barges, properly fitted 
up and towed by small steamers or tugs, 
should be used for carrying picnic parties up 
and down the river; and the authorities 
should see to it that some restriction of this 
kind is placed on the excursion business. 
Every time a steamboat owner rents his ves- 
sel out for excursion purposes he places his 
property in jeopardy, besides holding out 
great encouragement to the Coroner. 


TRUE to his instincts Mr. ScuuURz seeks to 
widen the fleld of his editorial influence. It 
was hardly to be expected that he would be 
content to settledown tothe editorship of 
his St. Louis German newspaper after hav- 
ing filled the public eye with remarkable 
conspicuity for nearly twenty years. In 
accepting the editorship of the New York 
Evening Post he pays a compliment to the 
guild of afternoon journalism. He acknowl- 
edges in effect that the afternoon newspaper 
is a potent influence in shaping and direct- 
ing human affairs, for Mr. SCUURz’s abilities 
are such that he could have easily secured 
the editorial control of some one of the big 
morning dailies in New York, if he had so 
desired. He realizes, no doubt, that the 


afternoon paperis more curefully read and | 


digested than any other style of ephemerial 
publication. He understands, too, that as 


the editor of an afternoon paper he will be. 


free from the strain ang drudgery of pro- 
longed night work, that his hours of labor 
wil! be shorter and that he will have more 
time for study and research. Itis to this 
fact that we must attribute the dignity and 
scholastic tone of the afternoon press gener- 
ally. The editors of afternoon newspapers 
are generally more cultivated and more 


learned than their colleagues of the 
morning press, because they are not driven 
like pack mules and have abundant time for 
cultivating their literary tastes. They belong 
to the aristocracy of journalism, and to this 
eminently respectable body we take pleasure 
in welcoming Mr. SCHURZ. 
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Max STRAKOSCH, the impressario, has 
gone the way of all operatic managers. He 
has struck hiscolors to the insatiable credi- 
tor, and for some months the only har- 
mony that he will evoke will be heard in the 
Bankruptcy Court. Max has been through

The ups and downs of the GRAUS, 
who were among the earliest to transplant 
the Italian exotic to this rude clime, would 
constituje a tragic history sufhciently har- 
rowing tomelt totears the leather-lunged 
EUTERPE, while kind-hearted, poor Max 
MARETZEK has lost enough money for other 
people in backing the fickle operatic muse to 
soften the asperities of the national debt.

In your issue of the 20th inst. youclose your 
editorial comment on the production of the 
‘‘(Edipus Tyrannus’’ of Sophocles by saying, 
‘‘It is a pity that Harvard cannot get this side 
of the dark ages in its scholarship and devote 
itself, as Cornell does, to educating American 
citizens for the needs of American 


life.’’ But for this the entire paragraph would 
soupd more like a clever sarcusm on an inno- 
evation than a scathing denunciation of classi- 
cal study. With that qualification, however, 
to one just through the curriculum of a classi- 
cal school it nds like aspecies of vandalism.

In the one in 
question the unfortunate (Edipus is the ex- 
ponent of agrand principle in ethics that it 
would be hard to find in any of the plays that 
pace the modern stage; that all wrong must 
adjusted, whatever the manner of the sin 
committed. As for ‘‘educating the American 
citizen” itis aquestion whether the ‘‘needs of 
American life’’ are not in quite as much 
need of education as the average American 
citizen; whether the evils to be remedied do 
not lie as much in thedirection of a false and 
Superficial life as in the existence of supertfici- 
ally educated men. 
he study of the classics has in it the ele- 
ment of conservatism so necessa as an equi- 
poise inthe real struggle for existence that 1s 
so pre-eminently typical of our civilization. 
By means of it we are rendered familiar with 
the heroic principles of stoic and philosopher 
when the life was more than meat and the 
body than raiment.

What an Expert Has to Say of 
the Science.

Capt. James Jack Talks Freely About 
His Peculiar Profession. 


*““Cupt. Jack’’ is one of those characters 
who find their chief. purpose in life in furnish- 
ing work for the detectives. He has been over 
the whole country with occasional excursions 
to Europe when a streak of good luck had 
struck him, and probably no man in the coun- 
try has so full and so well digested a mass of 
geographical information as Capt. Jack. He 
is altogether cosmopolite and a philoso- 


pher, and = as he stood in the 
dock of the Police Court and looked 
benignly out upon the crowd he remarked toa 
PostT- DISPATCH reporter that he had a great 
deal of confidence in buman nature. Thi3 
statement had peculiar force coming froma 
man whose face was theface ofa truly good 
man, framed in white, venerable hair, and 
seemingly happy with the consciousness of a 
well-spent life. And yet James F. Jack is one 
of the most notorious bunko men in the coun- 
try. He bas worked more towns and plucked 
more pigeons than any man in the profession. 
He was pecked last night by Lawler and this 
morning he was charged with vagrancy. 

‘‘What are you going to do?’’ 

‘‘Oh, I have no real estate here or anything 
of that kind to attach me to the city particu- 
larly. Iguess I'll plead guilty and ask for 
time to sherry out of town.’’ 

‘*‘you have not had very good luckin St. 
Louis?’’ 

. ‘No. ’9 

‘*How are the old games now-a-day?’’ 

‘*Down on their luck, all ot 
them. This has been a_ bad year 
for the boys. Rattlesnake Jack is the 
only one that I’ve heard that has been 
striking itrich. I hear that in one weekin 
Cincinnati he struck a regular procession of 
grays and milked the gang for over $§,000.”’ 

‘‘Rattlesnake Jack used to bein St. Louis, 
wasn’t he?’’ : 

‘‘Oh, yes; I rather think he is here now, but 
I’m not sure. I’ve worked with him myself.’’ 

‘‘Ithought most of the work done by the 
boys was on the trains?’’ 

‘‘Oh, no. You see to work a decent game on 
a train costs you about $50, for you have to buy 
pretty nearly everybody on the car, including 
the conductor, in order to work it. No, when 
the boys getinto townthey get a furnished 
room, andthen sherrvin a well-heeled gray 
and gomus him—that’s where the money is 
made.’’ 

‘*‘Is there much money in it?’’ 

‘‘Ob, yes—if a fellow would stick toit there 
is. You see I’ve seen gentlemen from the rural 
districts run in for from $500to as high as 
$3,000. It’ is a work of art to 
pull some of these kids, especially if he hap- 
pens to be avery smartman. You take a far- 
mer that won't sell a bushel of corn except he 
gets cash on the nail for it, and can out-trade 
the country side on a horse swop, and you turn 
a couple of the boys Jike Tip Farrel or 
Harry Munell loose on him and they wouldn’t 
ask betterfunthan to gofhrough him. You 
see the more suspicieus and cute these people 
are the surer game they are.’’ 

‘-How is the plant managed generally?’ 

‘Oh, it’s different every time. As soonasa 
man has steered bunko tor a month orso he 
can get on to a gray with money, at sight, and 
the next thing is to get himinto the room. 
That isn’t hard todo, either, if a fellow knows 
how. There is no use describing the process; 
you know it wellenough. One man goes up to 
the gray and mistakes him for a Mr. Has- 
further, of Cross Timbers, Benton county. 
The gray explains that this is wrong;that he 
is Mr. Madole, ot Hermitage, Hickory county. 
Well, the next step is to gotoa commercial 
agency, beok and pick out the wealthiest man 
in Hermitage as the uncle of No. 2, and as soon 
as he gets fully primed with information about 
Hermitage he tackles Mr. Madole and explains 
how he met him at his uncle’s house in the win- 
ter of ’77, and so forth. There is only one 
point to watch after that, whichis not to let 
the pigeon notice the front of the house you 
steer him into particularly.

THE OPERA SEAT SUIT. 


Argument Upon the Reserved Seat System at

POLICE SCANDALS. 


The Deposition Mill Makes a Grist of Gov- 
ernor Crittenden, 

Henry Hitchcock and Frank J. Bowman 
went to Jefferson City this morning. Their 
mission is to take Governor Crittenden’s depo- 

ition on the subject of his removal of «inuey 
fr. m the Police Board. The Governor’s reasons 
tor bis action are supposed to be inateriai 
Finney’s suit for damages against a late Grand 
Jury for reflecting upon his official course in 
the report to the Criminal Court. Mr. Bowman 
represents the plaintiffs and Mr. Hitchcock 
will examine the Governor in 
the interest of the Grand Jury of which E. A. 
Hitchcock was foreman. It has been publicly 
stated that the Governor gave as his sole reason 
forthe removal of phoma the report of tne 
Grand Jury. If the deposition shows this it 
will bear materially on the damage suit, as 
showing how the report injured Finney. On 
the other hand, Mr. Hitchcock will, it is un- 
derstood, examine the Governor very thor- 
oughly with the view of bringing out all the 
information that had been laid before his Ex- 
cellency respecting the acts of the old Board. 
The evidence. thus elicited will beof double 
value to the defense. It will be relied upon to 
show that the Governor had other reasons than 
the Grand Jury reportfor his action, and it 
will also have a bearing in sustaining the criti- 
cism of the Grand Jury. Between thetwo at- 
torneys all that the Governor knows about the 
late Police Board will be drawnforth. The ex- 
posure of some interesting secrets is anticipa- 
ted. There are in existence quite a number of. 
aftiduvits relating to the Armstrong Board, and 
copies of them are supposed to bein the Gov- 
ernor’s possession, together with much confi- 
dential correspondence bearing on St. Louis 
Police Commissionerships.
